‘Fines of threepende apiece were imposed by 
Mr. Clarke Hall, the Old ‘street, London, 
magistrate, yesterday: on six -youths; charged 
wit unlawfully bathing in. the Grand Union 
Canal.

Magistrate—‘‘I do not care whether you 
were or not.

“I 
know George III. said you. could arrest 
them.” he said, ‘bat why is it necessary 
nowadays to arrest them?” He suggested 
that their names and addresses might have 
been taken. The imposition of a fine of 
threepence apiece was greeted with laughter. 

Later the magistrate said that there was 
no reflection on the police. His comments 
were prompted .

INFLUENCE OF THE 
_ CINEMA AND WIRELESS.

Many of the civilian bands that were once 
sv popular with the people of Ireland have 
almost disappeared within the last ten to 
fifteen and their passing will be 
regretted by many. 

Some interesting facts regarding these old 
civilian bands. the reasons for their decline, 
and suggestions for their revival were. given 
to our reporter yesterday by one of the 
handsmen of the old school, who did not wish 
his mame to be disclosed. 

THE GRAMAPHONE AND WIRELESS. 

Dr. J. F. Larehet, the well-known leader 
of the Abbey Theatre Orchestra, and Fellow 
of the Royal Irish Academy of Music, when 
approached, stated that this decline had been 
yiore moticeable in recent years. He thought 
that the ey “gn. the wireless and the 
cinema were the real cause of this apathy. 

He was only expressing an opinion when he 
said that the bandsmen themselves might, 
perhaps, have lost wmterest in their» work, 
whieh, for the most part, “was voluntary. 
Further, there was a great danger of the 
gramaphone and the wireless discouraging 
individual cffort. This result had already 
been felt in secondary schools. 

OTHER REASONS. 
Another informant, however, while agreeing 
that the gramaphone and the wireless had 
something to do with the passing oi the 
bauds. considered that there were other more 
important reasons. First amongst these 
Teasons. he put the lack of proper teachers 
for band conductors, In none of the 
existing schools of music, such as the 

toval Irish Academy. of Music, the 
TLeinste School of Music, and the 
Municipal School, were there any classes 
for bandmasters. In these schools there 
were only classes for individdal instruments. 
In the old days, at the end of the last cen- 
turv.. and at .the beginning of the present 
century, there were in Ireland a half a dozen 
of the finest trained bandsmen and teachers, 
such Harry Lowe, Alee Burke, Paddy 
Minton. of Cork, and others, In addition 
io conducting hands themselves, these men 
had “schools ” of their own, In which they 
trained bandmasters as well as individual 
instramentalhists. 

Alec Burke was still alive, but all the 
others had gone. except Mr. D. J. Delaney, 
whe was then the voungest of that group, 
and who is now the bandmaster of the Civic 
(iuard at the Depot, with the rank of: Super- 
intendent. Superintendent Delaney had him- 
self trained a number of bandmasters, and 
ihe present handmaster of the Dublin Metro- 
politen Civic Guard, Superintendent C. 
Sweeny, was a pupil of his. yi agar 
Delaney trained pupils, in addition, for 
crchestral work well as band work, and 
was af. present conducting the recettiy 
organised Ceoil Cumann Orehestra, which has 
iis headquarters at 25 Parnell square, and 
aimed at. playing Trish and classical music 
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THE PRICE OF MUSICAL INSTRUMENTS. 

Unfortunately, many of the best Irish 
musicians had to go to the United States to 
get the recognition that is denied them m 
their own. country, our informant added. 
Paddy Paul, as an organist, was thought 
nothing of in his own native City of Cork. 
and vet to-day he is a famous. organist of 
New York. 

Another 


reason for the decline 
civilian the present price ol 
sical instruments. With the tax of thirty- 
a third per cent. that the Goyern- 
had imposed upon these instruments 
the actual increase in their cos, 
were much. too dear for local bands to 
purchase. If they bought cheap foreign 
instruments, they aid not get the to@e or 
satisfaction from them that they got from 
instruments. 

The first real cause of this decline,-how- 
ever. was the Great War. Duriig the Great 
War all the bands of the country were dis- | 
organised throtgh the majority of their 
members joining up. That was a sufficiently 
severe blow, but the greater blow ame 
aluring our own troubled period, when gather- 
ings of any kind were prohibited, and the in- 
stiuments were broken, stolen or neglected 
in such a manner that they became unservice- 
able. The whole result was that the bands, 
for the most part, were never reorganised. 

THE INFLUENCE OF GOLF. 

Again, people to-day would not find the 
iime io attend band performances; for they 
were too much taken up with outdoor games. 
such as golf, tennis. etc. Golf, our informant 
thought, was one of the primary reasons why 
people had given up attending band recitals. 
Tt was a game that was almost unknown in 
Ireland fifteen or twenty years ago, but was 
extraordinarily popular to-day. 

In the old days there was a band in nearly 
every town and village of Ireland, whether 
it was a Foresters’ band, an A.O.H. band, 
a Temperance Society band or a Confraternity 
hand. and the competition and rivalry 
between them was great. It is not such a far 
cry. either, to the days, when the “band 
promenades,” as they were known, were most 
popular; in fact. at such ogee as Sorrento 
Park, Dalkev, the grounds of the Marine 
Hotel, Kingstown, and Howth, these band 
promenades were held regularly every week- 
end. and were really in the nature of fashion 
Feasts of good music were provided, 
and the performances were most popular 
among rich and poor. One of the most 
popular nights of all was the Thursday night 
in the Depot Square, Phoenix Park, 
by the old Royal Irish Constabulary 
To-day. these Thursday ‘night recitals 
still continued by the: Civic Guard 
Depét Band, under the baton gf Swperin- 
tendent D. J. Delaney, but they were the 
last of the old ‘* band promenades,’’ 

THE MILITARY BANDS. 
In “the days gone by, the military bands 
Larracks in Dublin gave recitals from 12 
»’clock every Sunday on their barrack 
while on the Sunday afternoons, as 
well as on the week-day afternoons and even- 
ings. the civilian bands in Dublin gave per- 
formances in such places as Queen 5 Square, 
Halston Park, Fairview, .ete., for the most 
art under the auspices of, the Dublin Cor- 


woravllon, 

7 Then the Tramway Company s band some- 
limes gave recitals on Sune avs in the Hollow 
ot the Phemx Park. Throughout the coun- 
try it was also a practice for the local bands 
to turn out on a Sunday afternoon or evening 
and give a recital to the townspeople in the 
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There were then. in existence some very 
famous bands indeed—that is, famous in 
lreland—tor that was, if one might use the 
ierm,. the yveak oí: the ‘* musical age ” in 
Ireland. and the reason, perhaps, for the re- 
putation of the Irish people as music-lovers. 

FAMOUS CIVILIAN GOMBINATIONS. 

In Dublin there were the old York Street 
Band. afterwards named the Ireland’s Own 
Brass and Reed Band, and the St. Kevin's 
Band of Glencree. In addition, there were 
other equally well-known bands, such as the 
Protestant Row, Longford Street, Volunteers 
and Barrack Street bands. In Cork there 
were the famous Butter Exchange, the Work- 
ingmén's Band and others. he Working- 
men’s Band achieved fame when it won the 
Feis Ceoil band contest two years running in 
1897 and 1898. In Limerick there were the 
Roherboy and St. John’s Bands; in Dundalk, 
the Emmet Band. In other centres like 
Newry, Drogheda, Glencullen, Dundrum, Dun- 
Galway, Tuam, Sligo, ete., there 
were also well-known bands. Belfast was 
noted for iis fife and drom banúás, In 
addition to the Feis Ceoil band contest, the 
All-Ireland Flute Band Contest for the Henry | 
Irving Cup was held in Dublin every. year. 
At all the local Feiseanna Ceoil band contests 
used to be held. 

In conclusion, our informant suggested that 
the Royal Dublin Society, which was doing 
so much ingother ways for the country, might 
help to revive brass and reed and fife and 
dram bands in lreland, either by organising 
a contest in conjunction with their annual 
shows, or else hy giving engagements in rota- 
tion to Trish civilian bands at both the Spring

A correspondent writes:—Which is the 
most charming suburb of | Dublin?

T notice that the old castle on the main 
road in Little Bray has fallen inte the 
vandal hands of the billposters, and 
ancient keep, once the outlook. of armed 
warriors, now serves as a point of vantage 
to advertise the wares of modern mer- 
chants to the passing wayfarer. © 

The date of this building is unknown, 
but Chancellor G. D. Scott, ám his fas- 
cinating ‘‘ Stones of Bray,” states that it 
is probably five or six centuries old. In 
1€37 it was used as a police barracks and 
courthouse. At a later period it was 
rented by a butcher named Gerity, and 
afterwards served as a dwelling-house and 
store. 

This edifice was erroneously referred to 
as the castle of Walter de Ridelsford, 
which stood to the west of St. 
Paul's Church on a most suitable 
position, commanding the only ford on the 
river for miles. The stout old Normans 
knew their work too well to build‘ a castle 
in a position such as the Castle street 
strncture, which is in a hollow; and con- 
sequently of small value from a military 

int of view. 

The brick turrets, which look so out of 
place against the grey walls~of the old 
keep, are, of course, of modern construc- 
tion, and were placed there by somebody 
whose desire to embellish the building was 
more zealous than discreet. 


Sir Charles ‘Gegart.

Cyclists and Reflectors. 


A motoring friend, who is also a cyclist 
and a strong defender of the rights of the 
pedalling fraternity, complains to me 
about the neglect of many cyclists to fit 
rear reflectors to their machines. When 
two cars meet at night, whether or not 
they dim their lights, the cyclist at the 
side of the road is not likely to be seen 
by cither motorist, unless he has some 
lighting device on his machine. His front 
lamp may warn the approaching motorist 
of his presence; but unless he has lamp 
or roflector at the back he runs great risk 
of being run down by the on-coming 
motorist. The motorist can scarcely be 
blamed if he fails to observe a dark object 
on a dark road.

Was the Irish dramatist 
aware of the existence of Mr. Hambledon’s 
novel, ‘‘Autumn Fires,’’ when he named 
his play? Mr. T. C. Murray can point in 
justification to R. C. Sherrif, who shares 
the title ‘‘ Journey’s End ” with two novels 
of that name—one from the pen of Romain 
Rolland, the great French novelist. Mr. 
Otwell Binns and R. W. Ritchie share the 
title ‘‘ Drums of Doom.”’ ‘‘ Chinese Bun- 
galow.” from the pen of M. Osmond, 
reminds one of the great stage triumph, 
“In a Chinese Bungalow.” Mr. Wode- 
house is again unfortunate when one 
compares his novel. “The Coming of 
Bill,” with Westrup’s book, ‘‘ The Coming 
of Billy.” The author who chooses a 
qualifying adjective as a part of his title 
should do so with discretion. There are 
in print at the moment over a hundred 
books with the adjective ‘‘ white’’ on the 
title page, and ‘‘black’’ comes close with 
a total of ninety.

The Royal George. 


To-day is the anniversary of one of the 
most memorable disasters that ever befell 
the British Navy. 

The Royal George, a fine | 
flying the flag of Rear-Admiral Kempen- 
feldt, suddenly heeled over and was 
engulfed almost at once, together with a 
victualling ship that lay alongside. The 
loss of life was great. The combined crews 
of the vessels, together with a large num- 
ber of visitors, brimboat men, etc., nearly 
all perished. Only about three hundred 
out of nearly 1,200 souls were rescued. The 
cause of the disaster arose from the follow- 
ing trifling cause. A leak of little import- 
ance was discovered near the keel, and, as 
it was considered unnecessary to proceed 
to Portsmouth for docking purposes, the 
ship’s re aye + slightly careened the 
vessel while still at. anchor at Spithead. 
It would appear that the workmen, in 
their anxiety to get at the leak, laid the 
vessel Over more than was originally in- 
tended. At ten o’clock in the morning a 
sudden gale arose, and the vessel was 
thrown even more off her balance. The 
lower ports all being ~ she foundered 
almost immediately. For many years the 
huge wreck lay in the roadstead, and it 
was only after several accidents had 
occurred that the Admiralty took action. 
Tn 1839 Colonel Pasley, with a detachment 
of the Royal Sappers and Mimers, was en- 
trusted with the task, which he success- 
fully accomplished in six seasons, the final 
work ending in. 1844. 


Ghe Other Bray. 


100-gun ship, 


Looking through an English newspaper 
the. other day (writes a correspondent) my 
eye lighted on an account of a concert 
given at Bray which I read with some 
interest, but somehow I could not quite 
understand for the moment what the 
writer meant by referring to places such 
as Maidenhead, etc. as being in the 
neighbourhood. Then it dawned on me 
that it must have been an English place 
of the same name. The referenge was, in 
fact, to the little Thames-side village of 
Bray, in Berkshire, the Bray that at one 
time had the famous Vicar who so easily 
accommodated himself to the oft-changing 
religious conditions of his time and dis- 
trict. In an old work entitled “ Worthies 
of England,’’ I find the following refer- 
ence to this Bray and its Vicar: “ The 
vivacious Vicar hereof. living under King 
Henry VIIT., King Edward VI., Queen 
Mary and Queen Elizabeth. was first a 
Papist, then a Protestant, then a Papist, 
then a Protestant again. He had seen 
some martyrs burned (two miles off) at 
Windsor, and found this fire too 
hot for his tender temver. The Vicar 
being taxed by one for being a turncoat 
and an inconstant changeling. ‘Not so,’ 
said he: ‘for I always kept my prin- 
ciple, which is this, to live and die the' 
Vicar of Bray.’ ”’ 


The Departmental Store. 


Apropos your paragraph about the 
general shop, writes a correspondent, a 
friend of mine has an interesting theory 
which he loves to expound on every 
possible occasion. It is that the American 
‘‘ departmental store ” had its origin in 
the Irish “ general shop.” As he is a 
man who has a thorough knowledge of 
the evolution of industry and commerce, 
it may be that his theory contains more 
than a germ of fact. 

He says that the Irish emigrant 
brought to the United States the kind of 
shop to which he was accustomed at 
home, and that from the heterogencous 
collection of goods which that kind of 
shop contained there gradually emerged 
the organisation of such stores as Marshal 
Field’s, in Chicago, and Whiteley’s, in 
London. From this, he says, it was but a 
short step to the organisation of the 
Woolworth Stores. 

It seems an enticing theme for some 
enterprising economic historian, and one 
that would make an unusually interesting 
book for the general reader.

HE news that Messrs. Harland and 
i: Wolff, Ltd., have decided to close 
down their Kast Yard at the end of 
September has come as a severe blow to 
upwards of two thousand men, who will 
be thrown out of employment as a resu:t 
of this step.

Harland and Wolfi’s will be concentrated 
at the main yard, where the 27,000 ten 
sister ship to the White Star. liner. 
Britannic, is being built along with three 
steamships for a French line. 

In comparison with Messrs. Harland 
and Wolff, Messrs. Workman, Clark 
(1928), Ltd., are thriving. They have 
seven vessels under construction in their 
North Yard, but their South Yard still js 
closed. However, the firm’s profits for 
last year were very satisfactory, and their 
prospects are good. 

UNEMPLOYMENT BENEFIT. 


With the advent of the Imperial Con- 
ference, the question of persons entitled 
to unemployment benefit in Northern Ire- 
land will be settled once and for all. 
Under present conditions in the North no 
worker can receive benefit unless he has 
resided for three vears in the United 
Kingdom. This is a direct hit at the Free 
State, as it means that anyone coming 
to the North from the Southern State is 
debarred from the ‘‘ dole” if he finds 
himself out of work within three years. 
This unjust state of affairs was brought 
about in 1927, when the Northern Parlia- 
ment passed its Unemployment Insurance 
Act—an Act which is in contravention of 
the terms cf the Washington Unemploy- 
ment Convention of 1919, which the 
British Government ratified in the name 
of the Six Counties as well as in its own. 

Article 3 of the Washington Unemploy- 
ment Convention states that ‘‘. . . . 
workers belonging to one member (of the 
International Labour Organisation), and 
working in the territory of another, shall 
be admitted to the same rate of benefit of 
such insurance as those which obtain for 
the workers belonging to the latter.’’

THE BACON TRADE, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. 

Sirn.—The Irish bacon export trade and 
bacon import trade are two wholly different 
things. On the one hand, you have 4he lrish 
curers crying out for supplies of medium-sized 
pigs suitable to make lean bacon, cured 
specially mild for the English market, and, 
op the other hand, a regular demand for 
imported bacon at a thirty per cent. less cost 
to the purchaser. It is supplies, not a 
market, that the Irish curer wants. In this 
city three large cellars have been closed 
during the past twenty years, 

The idea that a stop on imported bacon 
would revive the lrish bacon trade is a hope- 
lessly incorrect view. The people who at 
prosent buy the foreign bacon could not afford 
to buy the local. Phe Irish curers are not 
philanthropists, and even to-day, it is said, 
they make more from what they sell in Ire 
land than from what they can sell in England 
—hence the push of late for an “Irish out- 
let.” We think that the position to-day is 
economicaliy sound—the Irish farmer selling 
in & dear market and buying what suits him 
better in a cheaper one. How does the Dane 
feed and make it pay’ He buys his maize in 
the world’s markets, as we do. We are 
nearer to these markets, and our port dis- 
charge is on the most up-to-date lines. The 
Dane has the smallest of holdings, and can- 
not produce any grain, as the Irish farmer 
could. The whole difficulty is Irish supplies. 
Can these be increased? We think so; but 
this is another story.—Yours, etc.,

TRAWLERS RAID FISHING GROUNDS. 
Complaint was made by PORTSTEWART 
fishermen yesterday, before the committee 
appointed by the Northern Government to

In the witness box the defendant denied 
having made that statement," and added that 
the brakes were. in good condition 

W. Hennessy, technical inspector of the 
Irish Omnibus Company, stated that new 
brakes, were fitted to Brady’s 'bus six days 
before the accident. They were too fierce, 
and were let out and readjusted for Brady. 
They ‘were sufficient to stop the “bus at 45 
miles per hour in a short distance. They 
were re-lined -brakes, and had not been 
touchee since. 

Imposing a fine of £10 and suspending the 
defendant’s. licence for three months, Mr. 
Reddin said that before reaching Dunshaugh. 
lin Brady had tried to stop his ‘bus, but 
was unable to do so under fifty yards. He 
was then aware that his brakes were no! 
working, but went on, and at Dunshaughlin 
an accident, as was inevitable, occurred, in 
which passengers were injured. The facts 
spoke for themselves, and reflected the 
gravest eriminal responsibility on the defen 
dant, and possibly also on the employers.

The Cost of Law. 


The Liverpool Chamber of Commerce 
has added its important voice to the 
demand for cheaper law. In April the 
London Chamber of Commerce issued a 
memorandum which contained suggestions 
for a system of litigation that would 
economise costs and time. This 
memorandum proposed that proof should 
be simplified in all cases which did not 
concern fraud, domestic relations, libel 
or slander; that in technical cases a 
judge's assessor should replace expert 
evidence, and that the rule should be 
abolished whereby a junior counsel is 
entitled to a brief fee equal to two-thirds 
of leading counsel’s fee. The Incorporated 
Law Society of Liverpool, having con- 
sidered the London memorandum, sub- 
mitted to the Commercial Law Committee 
of the Liverpool Chamber of Commerce 
a report which, in general terms, supports 
the memorandum, and makes further pro- 
posals for the cheapening of law. Some 
of these will find small favour with 
leading members of the Bar. . The Society 
holds that, avhen a case is settled before 
trial, or when counsel does not attend 
the hearing, a proportion of the brief fee 
ought to be returned; that the employ- 
ment of more than one counsel, save in 
cases of great moment, ought to be dis- 
couraged, and that the taxing master 
should have power to disallow fees for 
superfluous counsel. Furthermore, the 
Society would abolish the clerk’s fee, and 
favours the principle of a fixed lump-sum 
remuneration for solicitors in a large class 
of cases. In one matter the Liverpool 
Law Society disagrees with the London 
memorandum ; it thinks that a fusion of 
the two branches of the legal profession 
would tend to increase rather than to 
diminish the cost of law. On the recom- 
mendation of its Commercial Law Com- 
mittee the Liverpool Chamber of 
Commerce has approved of the Law 
Society’s report. It seems that, under 
stress of bad trade, British commerce ;s 
being attracted to a ‘‘cheaper law’ 
movement which may gather formidable 
proportions. Will this movement cross 
St. George’s Channel? Since cheaper law 
would encourage litigation, the question 
must have a deep interest for the 
pathetically Jarge- number of young men 
that continues to be called to the Irish 
Bar.

Sober England. 


England may have all the faults that 
her pessimists assign to her, but at least 
she is becoming more sober. The last ten 
years have seen a notable change in her 
drinking habits, and the latest statistics 
confirm it. In 1929 the total number of 
convictions for drunkenness was 51,966— 
less by some 3,500 than the figures for 
1928, and the lowest total since 1918. 
This increasing sobriety is making an 
important contribution to the safety of 
the roads. Three years ago the number 
of motorists who lost their licences on con- 
viction for drunkenness was 1,438; in 1928 
the number was 1,254, and last year it 
fell to 1,230. This offence may not be 
increasing in Ireland, but, as the records 
of the police courts show, it remains a 
serious menace to sober users of the streets 
and roads. Fewer drinkers require fewer 
drink-shops, and the number of England’s 
‘fon licence ' public-houses is declining 
steadily. During the last thirty-four 
years it has fallen from 103,341 to 78,307. 
Thus while, in 1895, England had nearly 
thirty-four public-houses for every ten 
thousand of her population, to-day she has 
fewer than twenty. No doubt, this grow- 
ing sobriety is due largely to the increased 
cost of beer and whiskey, and, in some 
measure, to the present economic 
depression ; but when every allowance is 
made for these factors, a real extension of 
temperance. seems to be established. We 
may attribute: much of it to improved 
housing, to the teaching of hygiene in 
schools and to increasing facilities for 
open-air pastimes. “ An instructive con- 
trast. is afforded by two spectacles— 
England becoming more sober through her 
own free-will, and the United States 
becoming more drunken and more criminal

Several schemes to make 
shortage of 10,000 men in the home British 
Army are under consideration hiet 
among them are those affecting terms 0! 
enlistment and dress. It is suggested that 
there shall be shorter periods with the 
Colours and longer service in the Reserve. 
At present the normal engagements are 
six years with the Colours nad six in the 
Reserve, but the terms vary in certain 
units. In the Household Cavalry and the 
Corps of Signals, for instance, they are 
eight and four, and in the Foot Guards 
and Infantry of the Line seven and five 
In a few cases they are three and nine 
The expense of reverting to pre-war dress 
is prohibitive, and it is believed that a 
compromise may be adopted for walking 
out uniform, which, while not expensive 
to the War Office. will relieve the soldier 
of the monotony of eternal khaki. Tho 
privilege of wearing plain clothes when 
off duty has not appealed to the rank and 
file. 


The Australian Tour. 


Although the official figures have not 
been disclosed, it has leaked out that the 
Australian cricket tour has been financial!y 
successful beyond expectations. Despite a 
certain amount of bad weather, the “gate ' 
surpassed previous records. It is said that 
the total receipts are in the neighbourhood 
of £65,000, of which the visitors’ share will 
be £20,000, compared with the £15,500 ot 
the 1926 tour, when receipts reached 
£60,000. After dividing a “ record ” sum 
among the Australian State Cricket Asso- 
ciations, there will be sufficient surplus 
for a handsome bonus to every player, who 
received a guarantee of £600 for the tour, 
plus 30s. a week for incidental expenses. 


Police Telephone Boxes. 


In addition to their other activities to 
check the increasing crimes committed by 
motor bandits, the Scotland Yard 
authorities have decided to expedite the 
extension of the police call box system 
The scheme has passed the experimental 
stage, and is to be adopted throughout the 
Metropolitan area. Over a thousand boxes 
will be in use when the scheme is in fuil 
operation. Every box will be surmounted 
by a red lamp, which will be illuminated 
when the nearest police station, with 
which it will be in constant communica- 
tion, has a message to impart. 


Royal Automobile Club. 


The latest figures relating to the Royal 
Automobile Club’s “ get you home' service 
show that no fewer than 1,360 members or 
associate members received assistance 
under the scheme during July, as com- 
pared with 1,176 during the same period 
last year. This service provides free per- 
sonal conveyance for members or associate 
members in the event of accident or break- 
down on the road, and is one of the most 
appreciated of the many advantages of 
club membership.

“Mr. Henry Sinclair has evidently 
made a discovery of the first. importance, 
and is to be congratulated and envied on 
his find,” said Mr. Thomas Bodkin, the 
Director of the National Gallery of.Ireland, 
when asked by an Irish Times representa- 
tive yesterday for his opinion on the report 
of the discovery of a genuine Rembrandt 
published in this paper yesterday morning. 

“ Not within my memory,’’ Mr. Bodkin 
continued, ‘‘ has such an interesting dis- 
covery been made in this country since 
that of the Franz Hals group, said to have 
been found in a pantry at Malahide Castle, 
and which is now in the National Gallery 
of England. 

‘“ The price paid for that picture was, I 
think, in the region of £40,000. 

‘“I have not seen Mr. Sinclair's picture 
myself, but Dr. Valentiner’s certificate, 
backed up by the reproduction in the 
l,ish Times, makes me feel that there can 
be no doubt about the attribution to 
Rembrandt. 

DIRECTOR’S HOPE. 

“I cannot help wishing that owners of 
such good pictures as are still left in 
Ireland, who are desirous of selling them, 
would offer them more often to the 
National Gallery ; for, though our resources 
are small, it has often happened, even in 
late years, that we have Cenahe pictures 
from Dublin dealers for prices which, 
though very moderate, were greatly in 
excess of those received by the original 
owners. The post of Director of the 
National Gallery is, and always has been, 
a part-time office, and, even if it were not, 
its occupier is not in a position to search 
country houses with a view to making 
offers tor such treasures as he might find 
therein. : 

‘I think, at the same time, that there 
can be few, if any, such treasures still un- 
discovered in Ireland. There were never 
many important collections formed in 
Ireland, and, though I know of a number 
of quite meritorious and interesting works 
by various masters still hanging in

Senor Juan de la Campa, the Argen- 
tine Minister of Justice, has, according to 
the newspaper La Critica, quoted by the 
Associated Press, informed Pres lent 
Irigoyen that there is an immediate possi- 
bility of a revolution involving certain 
political leaders and part of the Army. 

It is reported that the President re 
plied to the Minister of Justice that he 
did not fear a revolutionary outbreak in 
the country, although be believed that he 
personally might be in danger of an 
attack. 

The President arrived at Government 
House this afternoon under a -heavy 
ruard., All the military units of the 
capital are confined to barracks. The 
population of Buenos Aires is calm. 

The official explanation of the military 
and police activity is that it is only pre- 
cautionary against possible disturbances 
arising from the strike of employés of the 
Union Telegraph Company. 

The newspaper La Critica states that 
Senor de Ja Campa informed the Presi- 
dent that there was public resentment at 
the failure of Congress to get to work. 
President Irigoyen finally promised to call 
an extraordinary meeting of Congress for 
September 8th.

The management of the Provincial Rail- 
way has ordered a train to be in readiness 
to conv*y troops at a moment's notice 
from barracks to Buenos Aires. 

Buenos Aires is full of disquieting 
rumours, though, according to the Prensa, 
it is impossible to say what significance 
is to be attached to them.

The guard at Government House has 
been reinforced, and the neighbourhood 
of President lrigoyen’s home is being 
patrolled by strong detachments of 
mounted troops. 

LABOUR TROUBLES. 

It is pointed out that the special pre- 
cautionary measures taken by the police 
were not caused by fear of political 
disturbance, but by labour unrest. The 
police are also taking steps to prevent any 
violence resulting from a meeting to be 
held this evening by workers in the public 
services and telephone companies who 
have gone on strike. A majority of the 
telephonists are still at work, and the 
service is operating normally. Yesterday 
evening at meetings held by the Conserva- 
tive and Socialist-Democrat, opposition

THE NARCOTIC 
HABIT. 


A WORLD-WIDE 
PROBLEM. 


DRUG-TAKING 
AND DEGENERACY. 


HEROIN ADDICTS 
THE WORST OF ALL. 


From Revrer’s Corresrponpent. 
WINNIPEG, Thursday. 

Dr. Dixon, in the course of his address 
to the meeting of the British Medical 
Association here to-day, said that addic- 
tion to drugs had recently assumed such 
world-wide dimensions that the problems 
connected with it required much investiga- 
tion. The problems were affected by the 
development of modern civilisation. 
Civilisation aimed at limiting the 
struggle for existence, but there was a 
limit to this, and the struggle for existence 
in primitive man was being replaced by a 
struggle for precedence in social life. 

The advance of science had limited the 
need for manual Jabour and substituted 
an indoor life for the natural outdoor life. 
These changes constituted some of the 
causes which led to neurosis, but another 
was,the universal and regular .consump- 
tion of caffeine, the commonest, though it 
might be the least harmful, of drug addic- 
tions. 

TEA AND COFFEE. 

Tea and coffee, the chief caffeine 
beverages, were consumed most largely by 
the English-speaking races. One good cup 
of tea usually contained more than agrain 
of caffeine, so that the average tea-drinker 
consumed five to eight grains of caffeine 
dail’, a not inconsiderable amount. The 
continual use of caffeine produced mental 
irritability and excitability, and some- 
times dizziness and digestive troubles, 
while reflexes were always exaggerated. 
All these effects could be produced by six 
to seven grains daily. 

Caffeine had been called an intellectual 
beverage, because it was supposed . to 
facilitate thought and association; but 
modern investigations showed that it had 
not quite the effect that had been taught. 
The inordinate use of caffeine for many 
years predisposed to mental irritability 
and instability, which wére features of the 


neurotic person. Tea also occasionally 
produced an extreme degree of physical 
depression. 
THE INFLUENCE OF ALCOHOL. 
Dr. Dixon then dealt with the effect of 
alcohol. Alcohol, he said, differs from 
narcotics in general, because it is widely 


| distributed throughout nature in associa- 
| tion with living cells. Under the influence 


of alcohol mental operations are shortened 
and reaction is quickened ; mental associa- 
tions, such as making words to rhyme, are 
facilitated, and the: appreciation of 
differences in weight is enhanced. 

Under the influence of alcohol, the 
burdens, anxieties and worries of modern 
indoor mental life may be forgotten. The 
desire for alcohol and tobacco should be 
regarded, at least partially, as a natural 
craving of those who take little physical 
exercise to attain artificial relaxation. 

Alcoholism should be distinguished from 
drunkenness. ‘The normal man, after 
taking somewhat immoderately of alcohol, 
becomes in certain respects abnormal; the 
alcoholic, on the other hand, takes alcohol 
because he needs it to become normal]: He 
Is a neurotic, and alcohol relieves his 
condition. The alcoholic is the type of 
person who, if opportunity affords, takes 
to drugs, and, having once transferred his 
allegiance to the needle, practically never 
returns to alcohol. : 


THE TOBACCO HABIT. 

The normal] increase in the tobacco habit 
in the last thirty years is not wnassociated 
with the stress of modern life. The weed 
acts as a mild sedative to the central 
nervous system. 

Tobacco, then, may be helpful to all 
whose sensory threshold is- abnormal, 


THE NEUROTIC. 


Increased nervous sensibility appears to 
be a product of civilisation and wealth, 
indoor life, luxury, lack, of physical exer- 
cise, and, perhaps, excessive indulgence in 
the satisfaction of desires and of inordinate 
drinking. of tea. Such. persons are 
possessed of quick perception and acute 
sensibility, but are so responsive to 
external impressions that the common 
affairs of life tend to become a burden, 
and complexity of cerebration gives place 
to fatigue, depression and mental distress. 
Those who possess a mental complexity of 
this type discover that they are relieved 
from their troubles by narcotic drugs. 
which make life for them pleasant and 
free from worry. 

This means that the drug habit is not 
a disease, but rather a sign of pre-existing 
mental condition. Were it a disease it 
should be readily curable, but everyone 
is agreed that this is not the case. The 
relatively more normal people are the 
easiest to cure. Some men take small 
doses of opium or morphine regularly all 
their lives without any apparent ill effect, 
but the neurotic type of patient is never 
satisfied, and always wants to increase his 
allowance until he. becomes. a complete 
degenerate. 


HEROIN AND COCAINE. 

The addict prefers heroin to morphia. 
It intoxicates yore deeply. The heroin 
habit is more easily contracted and less 
readily cured on account of the respiratory 
syncope which is apt to occur when the 
drug is stopped. In fact, the heroin habit 
is the worst of all the drug vices known to 
man-and the most difficult to cure. 

Cocaine acts differently from the narcotic 
alkaloids. Coca leaves have been used 
from time immemorial by the Indians in 
South America as a _ stimulant and 
narcotic, and natives who chew the leaf 
are able to perform long and tedious 
journeys without feeling the pangs of 
hunger and thirst. The habit of sniffing 
cocaine, however, leads to. mental, moral 
and physical degeneration. The mind of 
the cocainist becomes completely bemused. 
Cocaine induces insomnia, loss of appetite 
and bheas but,” unlike heroin and 
morphia, the drug can be withdrawn at 
once without injury to the addict. 


NEW DRUGS. 


Opium contains besides morphine two 
other closely related alkaloids—codeine 
and thebaine. From the latter a substance 
called eucodal is prepared which has been 
advocated as a cure for the opium habit, 
and is used in parts of the East as an anti- 
opium remedy. 

Members of the more serious group of 
addicts are rarely cured, as addiction is 
inherent in them and is a mental 
characteristic. In. fact, ninety per cent. 
of addicts taken into mental hospitals and 
discharged “cured ” relapse within a 
year’: | {be )

NEW SOUTH WALES ATTITUDE. 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
SYDNEY, Thursday. 

The New South Wales Labour Council 
to-day endorsed the suggested repudiation 
of Australia’s Wer debt, one delegate fe- 
marking that the proposal conformed to 
the programme of the Red International. 

An influential. section of the State 
Cabinet is advocating, the holding of an 
election in October, with the Nationalists’ 
policy of honouring all debts as one of the 
main issues. 

It would seem, however, that the Labour 
Committee delegates, who two days, ago 
decided to recommend the New South Wales 
Labour Party Executive to issue an ulti- 
matum to the Labour members of the 
Federal Parliament - insisting that _ they 
should repudiate the decisions of the 
Premiers’ Conference with regard to the 
financial position of Australia, and who 
voted for a’ repudiation of war debts and 
a five-year ‘moratorium in respect of 
interest payable on Government oversea 
loans, are not to have everything their 
own way. 

It is understood that a moderate section 
of New South Wales Labour opinion is in 
favour of watering down the proposal con- 
cerning war debts to a reduction of interest 
on the debts, without any question of 
repudiation. 

The meeting at which the State Execu- 
tive of the Australian Labour Party will 
be called upon to accept or reject the 
resolutions passed by the New South 
Wales Labour Committee, has been post- 
poned from to-night until to-morrow night. 


PROFESSOR GREGORY’S WARNING. 

Professor T. E. Gregory, the economist, 
who is on his way to England via New 
Zealand and America, said to-day that if 
Australia repudiated her debts it would be 
the first time on record that a ‘British 
Dominion had failed to meet its obliga- 
tions. If repudiation were attempted the 
British bondholders would organise them- 
selves and take action in the Australian 
Courts. The Council oí. Foreign Bond- 
holders in London would protect the rights 
of bondholders in cases of this sort. 

He also pointed out that if Australia 
were to repudiate her debts now it was 
very difficult to see how she would raise 
money ten or fifteen years hence. ‘‘ Tf the 
doors of London finance are closed,” he 
said, “ you will have the greatest diffculty 
in raising money within the country itself ; 
for naturally people will ask what is going 
to happen to them in view of what 
happened to the London investors.”’

THE FINANCES OF 
AUSTRALIA. 


STATE BUDGETS TO BE 
BALANCED.

‘The Times-im a leading article, after 
referring to Sir Otto Niemeyer’s diagnosis 
of Australia’s financial ailments and the 
treatment he has prescribed, observes :— 
He has been cruel to be kind, and left no 
excuse for unreasonable persistence in 
unhealthy habits; but he has made it 
clear that the prognosis is good if a new 
way of life ig resolutely adopted, and the 
country’s responsible spokesmen have 
accepted his verdict and are prepared to 
act upon his advice. In one quarter, how- 
ever, there is dissent. ‘The Labour 
tremists in New Sotith Wales are horrified 
at the mere suggestion that discipline is 
required, and recklessly propose that 
Australia can save herself by a simple, 
but disastrous, policy that can be sum- 
med. up in the word ‘‘repudiation.”” If 
one of the reasons why. Australia has got 
into difficulties hasbeen too extravagant 
and too optimistic a resort to borrowing, 
that is.no reason, they profess to believe, 
why she should now adopt a legs lavish 
mode of living. It would«be easier for 
her, they suggest, to repudiate her debts. 
This is a reckless doctrine, that would 
soon have the patient in ertremis were it 
adopted by those in charge. Fortunately 
it has been vigorously’ rejected. 


Before he left for England to attend the | 


Imperial Conference, Mr. Seullin, the 
Prime Minister, who happily seems to be 
recovering from his recent indisposition, 
publicly declared that suggestions that 
Australia should repudiate her debts were 
‘“ not to be tolerated.’’ Default, he said, 
would be “ calamitous to the whole struc- 
ture of the present system.’’ The only 
hope of restoring confidence in Australia 
was to “ maintain our equilibrium, play 
the game, meet our obligations, and, when 
possible, evolve a better system.’’ Yester- 
day afternoon Mr. Fenton, who is Acting 
Prime Minister in 3Ir. Scullin’s absence, 
denounced the idea of. repudiation as 
emphatically. His rather wild talk of a 
censorship to prevent the sending of “ de- 
famatory reports’’ to England may be 
overlooked. as the rhetorical expression of 
a natural indignation. Clearly it is not 
a censorship. that is wanted. The 
Australian Labour extremists have a good 
deal of influence, and, if they propose re- 
pudiation, their proposals must be 
reported. What is required is a proper 
understanding of the degree of importance 
to be attached to their utterances. 


MORE ORTHODOX MEASURES, 


It may be assumed, adds The Times, 
that Australia will seek financial restora- 
tion. by methods more orthodox than 
those recommended by the extremists :f 
New South Wales. . The finances cf 
Australia are at last to be treated as a 
whole. At the conference of Ministers it 
was recognised. that the State Budgets 
must be made to balance, and under pres- 
sure from the State Governments the 
Federal Cabinet has agreed that, if its 
present Budget plans fail to meet the 
financial needs, a special session of the 
Commonwealth Parliament will be sum 
moned to reduce expenditure. Loan ex 
penditure is to be restricted to reproduc- 
tive works, and there is to be an all- 
round reduction in the salaries of those 
in the public services. All this makes a 
good beginning, but there remain those 
‘“fundamental questions ” to which Sir 
Otto. Niemeyer has called attention. 

He assumed that “ everybody is agreed 
that the costs of productio:s must come 
down.” Australia has for ‘years enjoyed 
an artificially high standard of living 
and the econémic facts compel a reduction. 
Australia has to adjust herself to the 
changed world economic conditions. The 
fall in the prices of wool and wheat has 
put her in a disadvantageous position, 
from which there can. be no escape if the 
costs of production are not brought down.

Yesterday proved itself to be the hottest 
day for seven years in London, and the 
hottest August day for nineteen years. The 
shade temperature on the roof of the Air 
Ministry building in Kingsway at 4 p.m. 
was 935.5, one and a half degrees higher 
than Wednesday's maximum registered at 
3 o clock. 

At 5 o'clock the shade temperature had 
gone down to between 90 and 91 decrees, 
anc at 8 p.m. to 85 degrees 

At 10 p.m. the temperature at ‘the Air 
Ministry was 82 degrees, and at 11 p.m. 
79.5, and the forecast is that no marked 
change in the present hot weather is in- 


dicated.

When dusk closed in upon the lonely 
island of St. Kilda last night the natives 
had packed their last modest belongings, 
and were ready to bid farewell to their 
homes this morning,. when the fishery 
eruiser Harebell is to sail for the main- 
"land. 

Yesterday was full of events to bring 
tears to the eves of the older inhabitants 
who were conscious of the drama that was 
nearing an end. Overnight the steamer, 
. Dunara Castle, had been the scene of great 
activity, as the crew set about collecting 
the heavier belongings and live-stock of the 
natives, and transferred these to their 
ship for conveyance to Oban. 

Meanwhile the Harebell had set out 
from Oban to St. Kilda, which it reached 
yesterday morning. As the Government 
vessel hove in sight there was a general 
trek to watch her arrival. The inhabi- 
tants of the island stood about in little 
groups, the children naturally excited at 
the prospect of sailing across the sea to the 
mainland. The adults conversed in their 
native Gaelic, but they were too absorbed 
in their own thoughts to be either capable 
or willing to say much. 

Among the passengers who had arrived 
od the Dunara Castle was Mr. Ross, the 
registration officer. for the Northern 
district. Mr. Ross’s mission is to take 
charge of the records of St. Kilda. These 
date back about onc thousand years. 

It. is understood that the majority of the 
St. Kildans wil! be set ashore at Lochaline 
and ‘proceed to their destination at the 
Afforestation Station, where work is to be 
found for niost of the adults. 

The owner of the island, Sir Reginald 
Macleod, hhs intimated that it is unlikely 
that people will be allowed to reside there 
again. 

ISLANDERS’ NEW HOMES. 

The St. Kildans are to settled in 
Morven, on the mainland of Argyll, and not 
in Mull or SkKvVe. 

Five families are due 
the end of the current month. They will, 
in the first instance, be accommodated in 
some of the vacant houses recently purchased 
by the Forestry Board along with thi 
Fionnary estate. 

This is only a temporary arrangement. At 
the beginning of winter thev will all be 
transferred to Larachbeg,. where there is a 
block of semi-detached houses, in which thev 
will all find accommodation and form one 
community as before.

The place is flanked by plantations of fir and 
spruce trade, and overlooks the vallev of the 
Aline river, fields of green crops and ripen- 
ing corn. 

Doubtless, the emigrants will find evervy- 
thing very bewildering when they take pos- 
session. ‘ 

It is a far erv from the “'erasie ” to the 
paraffin lamp, from the peat fire to the coal- 
fed kitchen range, and from the isle where 
money means nothing to the place where the 
“red penny ” is indispensable. 

It is evident that the Government is 
desirous of giving the St. Kildans a complete 
contrast to their old home. 

They will live three miles from the sea! 

Eighty years ago St. Kildans numbered 
over 100. To-day they number thirty-five. 

Some of them have been on the mainland 
before, but for those who have not life holds 
Many surprises. St. Kilda is not only with- 
out trains and motor cars. It is without 
trees, without cats, without horses, without 
rabbits, without. rats.

There was a sequel yesterday to the state- 
ment cf the London correspondent cf an 
English: provineial evening newspaper cu 
Wednesday, that Mr. J. J. Lawson, M.P., 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of 
Labour, had informed him that -it had been 
definitely decided by the Government that 
one of the two great Cunard liners would 
be built on the Tyneside. The private secre- 
tary to the Minister stated yesterday that a 
message had been received from Mr. Lawson 
denying that he made the statement 
attributed to him. 

‘‘ Mr. Lawson states,” the private secretary 
added, ‘‘ that he was not ‘n a position to 
make any such statement, since, while he 
was aware that the building of a second 
Cunarder had been under consideration, he 
did not know that any definite decision had 
bevn reachéd about it. Further, he was quite 
aware that it is not one of the functions of 
the Government to decide where a commer- 
cially-built merehant ship should be con- 
structed.’’ 

COMPANY'S STATEMENT. 

In a statement issued last night, the 
Cunard Company say .that at the present 
time thev are not able to add anything to 
their cffftial statement of August Ist. In 
that statement it was mentioned that the 
agreement which the company had been able 
t5 reach with the Government on the very 
important question cf insurance covered a 
second steamer, which, 1 was hoped, would 
follow immediately on the one now projected. 

‘While glad to have this opportunity of 
expressing appreciation of the help of the 
Government in this direction,” the company 
y, “it will he resdily understced that, 
apart from the yuestion cf insurance, other 
important considerations, covering the finan- 
cial arrangements and design and planning, 
require to be carefully considered and solved 
before any definite statement can be issued 
regarding the second vessel. These are 
matters which cannot be dealt with hastily, 
and the utmost care and. eaution are 
essential,’’ 

REPORT OF INTERVIEW. 

With reference to Mr. J. J. Lawson's re- 
pudiation of the interview with him pub- 
lished in the Newcastle Erening Chronicle 
on Wednesday, a London representative of 
Allied Newspapers writes :— 

““ After the Masienn at Olympia on Wed- 
nesday, at which Mr. Lawson was the prin- 
cipal guest, I went up to him and said :— 
"I am from Allied Newspapers, Mr. Law- 
son. Can you tell me when the contract 
lor the new Cunarder will be placed?” Mr. 
Lawson replied: *No, 1 cannot say when, 
but it will go te the Tyne.’ 

‘I asked: ‘Can you give any indication 
as to when the official announcement will be 
made?’ He replied: ‘No, I cannot say 
that. but you may take it that it will go to 
ihe Tyne.” I asked if 1 could take that as 
definite. Mr. Lawson replied that one vessel 
was being built on the Clyde, and the other 
would certainly go to Tyneside. 

DISPOSAL OF OLD SHIPS. 

“He then asked where Allied Newspapers 
circulated, and I told him that Newcastle 
was among the areas the group served. He 
went on to talk about the exhibition at 
Olympia, and then said:—‘ As you are from 
Allied Newspapers, here is some mcre in- 
formation that will interest you.’ . 

‘He then referred to the schtme for ex- 
tending the Tyne Docks, which, he said, was 
before the Tyne Improvement Committees, 
and proceeded to outline the scheme, which, 
he said, was before Mr. Graham for dlis- 
pesing of surpluS tonnage or old ships. 
‘Will it involve a Government subsidy?’ I 
I asked. He replied: ‘ Possibly.’ 

‘“* Instead of letting our old ships go to 
Greece to be broken up,” he said, et it. be 
done herve.

‘“* That would make work here, and the 
miterials could be used again in this 
country,’ I suggested, and Mr. Lawson 
agreed.

“I would emphasise that Mr. Lawson 
volunteered this information to me. Prior 
to hearing about it from Mr. Lawson I 
personally had not heard of any plan for 
scrapping old ships, or, indeed, that the 
Government had set up a committee to 
examine the whole question, as Mr. Law- 
son now makes clear, 
‘It is true that Mr. Lawson did not him- 
self use the exact words : ‘The Government 
have decided that the new Cunerder will go 
to the Tvne.’ As, however, Mr. Lawson 
holds an important Government post in the 
Ministry of Labour, and he was definite that 
the order would go to the Tyne, I felt justi- 
fied in giving “@> statement as from one 
who was speaking with authority born of 
inside knowledge.’’

FLYING ACROSS THE 


ALPS.

ROME, Thursday. 

The third stage of the international air 
tour of Italy, from Venice to Turin, which 
is to be held to-morrow, is generally con- 
sidered as the stage which will be the 
deciding factor in the race, and it is ex- 
pected that those who first achieve this 
exceedingly difficult flight across the 
Alps will gain sufficient advantage to 
carry them through to final victory.

Mrs. Moore, wife of the Lord Chief 
Justice, was also present, and acted as judge 
in several of the classes. 

PRESIDENT’S SPEECH. 

There was a large attendance at the open- 
ing ceremony, and Mrs. M‘Cleery (President 
of the Association), who occupied the chair, 
said the show was a triumph of horticultural 
art. Despite the recent bad weather, only a 
few classes had heen affected, and the rest 
equalled, if they did not excel, those of other 
years. In that connection she wished to pay 
a tribute to the work of their esteemed 
secretary, Mr. Boyd, who had made the show 
what it was. On behalf of the Committee 
she congratulated him upon the success at- 
tendant upon his efforts. (Applause.) This 
year a handsome cup had been presented by 
Mrs. Leslie and a special prize given by Mr. 
J. B. Hamilton to create a new class for 
the best rose in the show. They were ail 
highly honoured at having with them that 
day the Lord Chief Justice and Mrs. Moore, 
who needed no introduction from. her to the 
people of North Antrim. (Applause.) 

The Right, Hon. the Lord Chief Justice, in 
opening the show, said he felt it was a 
sree compliment when the President, Mrs. 

‘Cleery, asked him to attend that meet- 
ing and declare the show open. That was 
the eleventh annual show, and he woutd 
like to “pay a meed of praise to the Iecal 
patriotism and foresight of its pioneers 
eleven years ago. The animals exhibited 
were the pick of larger stables or large 
herds. They had also flowers and fruit 
from the richest gardens from every part 
of Ireiand; stables and herds and gardens 
beyond the resources of smaller people to 
possess. The distance, the cost of transport, 
and the expense of exhibiting shut them out 
altogether. The county shows in each county 
went a great way to eliminate that diffi- 
culty, but in the case of a large county, such 
as theirs, it was not altogether eliminated. 

rhe cottar, who could not show pedigree 
cattle or hothouse blooms. could compete 
with the best in vegetables, fruit and flowers. 
No one would question the material or utili 
tarian value of encouraging the production of 
vegetables, which included in itself the im- 
provement year bv vear of the class of vege 
table prodnced. Nor would anyone question 
the msthetic value of teaching the people, 
especially the young, the beauty of the flowers 
In size and shape and colouring, which made 
towards refinement.

SPORTING ACTION. 

The referees, however, mutually agreed to 
overlook Brangwin'’s mishap, despite the fact 
that the Empire went on to win the race 
(the mile relay). This sporting action is a 
good example of the splendid spirit in which 
the contest was fought out. 

One of the best performances of the day 
was America’s time of 374 secs.. for the 440 
yds. relay (an average of less than 9 4-5 for 
each of the four men)... Faulty baton chang- 
ing by Page and Fitzpatrick at the last stage 
spoilt whatever chance the Empire had of 
capturing this, the opening event. 

Several records for the meeting were 
broken, while R. H. Thomes covered the last 
mile in the four mile relay in 4 mins. 15; 
secs., which beat his individual record for 
the mile. He beat Ray Conger, the Ameri- 
can runner, in the last lap by sixty yards, 
amid thunderous applauze from the crowd. 

Although Lee Bartlett, the American javelin 
champion, put his arm out, he threw a 
distance of 201 feet 44 inches. This was 
easily beaten by the New Zealander, 8. Lay, 
who threw 206 feet 10, inches. The other 
Empire men, however, had very poor distances 
compared with the remaining Americans. 

The Americans were outclassed in the three 
miles team race. Evenson winning in 14 
minutes, 34 seconds, a record for the meeting, 
with two other Empire runners second and 
third. 

Hampson cracked after having a six yards 
lead in the last stage of the medley relay. 
Apparently he was aflected by the heat, while 
he probably took a good deal out of himself 
in the two miles relay. 

LORD BURGHLEY’S VICTORY. 

Lord Burghley had a fine struggle with 
Morgan Taylor in the last stage of the two 
miles steeplechase. Taylor was leading at 
the penultimate hurdle, but Lord Burghley 
spurted splendidly to win a very popular 
victory. In the 480 hurdles, however, Lord 
Burghley was left a yard to make up on 
Caster. He dashed off in such a hurry that 
he toppled the first hurdle and hit the third, 
to be finally beaten by five yards. 

Edwards did a lot to win the two mile 
relay, running with a grace and spirit 
reminiscent of his form at the Olmpic Games. 
Starting his half-mile a yard behind, he ran 
so well that he gave Hampson a ten-yard 
lead, which the latter increased in spite of a 
determined effort by Orval. Mariin.
